Red Scale, one cf the most pre- 
valent citrus pests in this area 
was kept under contro] curing the 
past year and on the whole the 
citrus pest situation is good, ac- 
cording to the annul report sub- 
mitted today at the mecting of the 
Citrus Pest Cortrol association. 

Thirty-fifth annual report of the 
association was presented by 
Ralph J. Moon, manager, at the 
meeting held in the Elementary 
school auditorium. 

Total of 5,148 acres was sprayed 
at a cost of $103,797 end 1,004 
acres were fumigated «at a cost of 
$52,379. These figures make an 
outlay total of $156,176. 

In addition to Mr. Moon's re- 
port, the principal business at the 
meeting was election of officers 
and an address by Dr. A. M. Boyce 
of the Citrus Experiment station 
in Riverside.

Valentine’s Day Began 
In America in 1840 


Thursday in St. Valentine’s 
day and many a lacy, delicately- 
decorated valentine’ will be 
sent and received. There will be 


parties and celebrations and 


many lovely young ladies will be 
wooed in earpess dashing, 
young men. 

At least, that was the way it 
was supposed tu be back in 1840 
when the popularity of the val- 
entine began in the United 
States. But 18 years later Valen- 
tine’s day received the scathing 
denunciation of the then power- 
ful Harper’s Weekly. 

In the February 18, 1858, is- 
sue of the magazine after giv- 
ing a detailed account of what 
it called a “national whim” said 
that “the large sum of $70,000” 
had been invested in the manu- 
facture of valentines and that 
sales were as high as $250,000 a 
year. “A vast sum to be expend- 
ed in the idle gratification of 
what has, somehow, become a 
national whim.” 

But whim or no whim, lots of 
people will be receiving valen- 
tines again this year and many 
of them will be happy they did.

THE DECIDUOUS INDUSTRY

Warren Explains 
Reason for Veto 


Governor Warren in vetoing As- 
sembly Bill No. 60 which provides 
for the decision of the $90,000,000 
among the cities and counties saw 
it as inaugurating an entirely new 
spending policy in state govern- 
ment. 

In refusing to affix his signature 
to the bill passed by both houses, 
the governor said: 

“It appropriates for purposes 
which have not heretofore been 
accepted as the responsibility of 
the state. State financial history 
proves that such a precedent, once 
established, invariably opens the 
door to further demands and con- 
tinucus expenditures.” 

The governor also said that if 
this bill is enacted into law it 
would necessitate the increase of 
taxes at the next session of the 
submission of a 
bond issue to the people of the 
state. 

“The bill involves a departure 
accepted local government 
respensibility for financing local 
projects through local taxation,” 
Governor Warren declared. ‘Such 
a departure can safely be made 














; only after a thorough study of our 


whole tax structure and a consid- 
ered assumption of additional re- 
sponsibilities by the state.”
